POLICE COURT FES. 
DECREASE SO PER CENT

550 Fewer Cases in June Than 
in May One Explanation 
for Falling Off. 


A compliation of records of the 
two” police courts for the month of 
June discloses that fines, assessed 
and collected, decreased almost 5° 
as compared with the 
, In May the fines 
amounted to $23,533.50; for last 
month they totaled $13,926.50. In 
Mudge Rosecan'’g court, the fines 
dropped from $15,316.60 
$9512.50. while tn Judge Beck's di- 
vision they decreased from $8217 


to $4414. 
Several explanations are offered 
the decrease. There were 


350 fewer cases before the Judges 
in June. there being 4893 in the 
previous month. There also were 
fewer excessive fines, such were 
recorded in instances of traffic vio- 
lations and alleged offenses brought 
into court under the-vagrancy law. 

May constituted the month of 
record amount of fines in the Sf 
Louis police courts. In addition to 
the $23,533.50 in fines assessed and 
eollected, appeals were taken in 
cases of fines which amounted tu 
$17,385. A large number of these 
fines have been dismissed or re- 
duced by Judge Gayer, in the Court 
of Criminal Correction; others have 
heen continued, and no compila- 
tion in this instance has been made. 

Further analysis of the records 
shows that about 32 per cent of 
the fines was collected.

RIFFIAN PEACE OFFER PLANNED 


French and Spanish Conferring on 
Terms at Madrid. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS; July 2.—The French 
Foreign Office today received in- 
formation that conditions of peace 
to be offered Abd-El-Krim, the 
leader of warring Riffians in Mo- 
rocco, are being prepared by the 
Franco-Spanish conference at Ma- 
drid. There ia little confidence 
here that Abd-El-Krim will ac- 
cept. 

The peace terms’ will be offered 
Abd-El-Krim in the name of Spain, 
although representing both French 
and Spanish views. The intention 
is to give the Riffian leader an 
opportunity to show whether he 
wants peace on what the French 
and Spanish regard as reasonable 
terms. The purpose of the Madrid 
conference is to determine a joint 
program whereby France and 
Spain may end the Moroccan war- 
fare.

BRITAN REMINDS 
FRANCE OF DEBI 


Suggests That Offer of Settle- 
ment Be Made, if Only a 
Provisional One. .

PARIS, July 2.—The inter-allied

The memorandum signed by For-

Civil Lord of Admiralty Says It 
Will Not Be a Great Point 
of Naval Concentration. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 2.—The Singa- 


pore naval base as contemplated 
by the British Government will be 
“comparatively a very minor estab. 
lishment” and there is no question 
of its “being a great base for con- 
centration,” said Earl Stanhope,
